Santa Ana city council last 
night passed to its first reading an 
emergency ordinance banning the 
Santa Ana Forwarding agency 
from carrying on busine.ss within 
the city limits. 

The ordinance carries an emerg¬ 
ency clause which will make it ef¬ 
fective Immediately after its sec¬ 
ond reading, slated for Dec. 6. 

The ordinance was passed 
without comment by council, fol¬ 
lowing Its reading by City Clerk 
Ed Vegely. 

It goes into no explanations, 
simply making it a mi.sdemeanor 
j to carry on the business of "ae- 
I cepting or forwarding bets or 
I wagers on horse races." 

I (;ity Attorne.y L. W. Blodgot, 

I In explaining the city’s stand on 
j the matter, said It was within 
I eouncil’s province to prohibit 
I any "non-usefiil" business. He 
! pointed out that Pasadena re- 
eenfl.y had banned all pool 
rooms, as a point in issue. 

Blodget al.so asserted that the 
discrepancy between the city’s ac¬ 
tion and Attorney General U. S. 
Webb's ruling that such agencies 
were legal actually had no bearing 
on the local situation. 

There was no intimation today 
of what the agency’s next move 
might be. Z B. West, attorney for 
the concern, could not be reached 
for a statement, although last 
week he said the agency "would 
not appeal" from a superior court 
ruling di.ssolvlng a temporary re¬ 
straining order against city of¬ 
ficials. 

REVISED TAX 

15 SOUGHT 

WA.SHINGTON, l/Pi A house 
tax subcommittee tentatively ap¬ 
proved to<lay complete revision of 
the corporate tax system. It 
would involve repeal of the undis¬ 
tributed profits levy for all cor¬ 
porations with incomes up to $25,- 
000 and retention on a modified 
basis for those with larger in¬ 
comes. 

The new plan, Chairman ‘Vinson 
(D., Ky.) said, will bp "partic¬ 
ularly helpful to the hardship cases 
—corporations needing money for 
the purpose of debt payment, plant 
e.xpanslon, to repair capital struc¬ 
ture, and the like." 

The new plan would impose on 
corporations with incomes up to 
$25,000 an income tax of 12',^ per 
cent on the first $5000 of earnings 
and 14 per cent on earnings of! 
$5000 to $25,000. j 

Corporations with incomes in 
excess of $25,000. Vinson said, 
would pay a tax graduated from 

16 to 20 per cent, the rates grad¬ 
uating according to the amount 
of profits distributed to stock¬ 
holders in the form of dividends.

Dies Aboard Ship 

COLON, C. Z. (A’l -Kenneth R. 
King.sbury, prc.sident of Standard 
Oil of California, i.s dead. 

King.sbury, who wa.s on a vaca¬ 
tion cruise to Havana, died .siiden- 
ly ia.st night aboard the Grace ' 
liner Santa Paula as the .ship 
passed through the Panama canal. 
He was 61 years old. 

The oil compan.v executive, was 
accompanied on his trip by A. B. 
Swinnerton, San Franci.sco con¬ 
tractor. The.v left .San Francisco 
a week ago and planned to spend 
three days in Havana before start¬ 
ing back to California. The ship's 
doctor .said Kingsbur.v’s death 
probably was due to heart failure. 
King.shury is .survived by his 
widow, Mary Bell. 

Kingsbury started his career 
with the Standard Oil company in 
Penn.sylvania as a pipe-checker 
and fireman Doc. 27. 1897. In 
I 1919 he became the youngest pres¬ 
ident in the group of the world's 
large oil corporation-s.

The 
President predicted the excess of 
spending over income would be 
$695,24^000 for the year. 

The treasury, however, has three 
large tax collection dates ahead, 
and hopes these collections will 
keep the deficit at a figure no 
larger than at present. The dates 
are Dec. 15, March 15 and June 15, 
when income tax in.stallment.s are 
due.

Inauguration of a local voca¬ 
tional education program that may 
eventually be built into an entire 
new adult vocational school was 
heralded in a report to the Santa 
Ana board of education by Super¬ 
intendent Frank A. Henderson last 
■night. 

The program is scheduled to 
start with two or three key 
counses, including carpentry and 
others still to be selected, Hen¬ 
derson reported, following confer¬ 
ences with night school officials 
and with representatives of build¬ 
ing crafts which are spon.soring 
the program. 

On .suggestion of W. W. Wie- 
man, principal of the Lathrop eve¬ 
ning high school wno has been 
tentatively approved as chief ad¬ 
viser for the vocational program, 
questionnaires may be sent out to 
Orange county craftsmen to de¬ 
termine how much time an appren¬ 
tice course would require. 

The vocational education courses 
would be organized with the dual 
purpose of training indentured 
young men in a trade and of ex¬ 
tending the knowledge and experi¬ 
ence of practicing craftsmen. 

The state vocational education 
department cannot legally pay 
Wieman a salary for his work as 
coordinator of the newly organ¬ 
ized program, since he is not a 
craftsman, but it has offered to 
pay the salary of a craftsman as¬ 
sistant still to be elected by a 
committee of local school and 
craft officials. 

Wieman's additional salary will 
not be a burden on the local school 
system, however, because the state 
will reimburse the Santa Ana 
board on a ba.'As of additional 
average daily attendance under the 
apprentice training program, Hen¬ 
derson indicated.

ficial with a press agent! I 

A press agent for what ? To 
work the newspapers for news ar¬ 
ticles playing up Mr. West as a 
great man, a savior of the common 
people. 

A press agent to gain fame for 
Mr. West by tearing down the rep¬ 
utations of public officials of this 
county? To put over such things 
as appeared in your paper last 
night, to criticize, to condemn, to 
destroy ? 

And you fell for it. fell for a 
publicity stunt from a publicity¬ 
seeking official who in such ways 
as that hopes to persuade voters 
that he should be kept in public 
office. 

After all, regardless of my opin¬ 
ion of any man who will besmirch 
goofl men for his own gain, the 
facts in the tee matter are the 
measure of the situation. 

What are the facts concerning 
the fees involved in the office of 
the county treasurer? 

The facts: 

First, the state law makes the 
COU-' ’■ treasurer a representative 
of the state controller to protect 
the rights of the state in heritance 
tax matters. For services rendered 
the state, not the county, the 
treasurer is allowed a commission, 
averaging in this county $1000 or 
$1200 a year. That money is 
never county money. The state 
law does not contemplate that it 
shall be seized by the county for 
its own purposes. Under the new 
salary ordinance, however, the 
board of supervisors proposes to 
seize it. Having failed so far to 
seize it legally, Mr. We.st now 
threatens me. 

Second, I have not taken into 
my individual pos.session one dol¬ 
lar of the money that is involved 
in the matter. It is all in the 
county treasury, fully accounted 
for on the auditor's books. 

Third, assuming that the county 
has a right to seize this money, 
not a dollar of that money is yet 
due to be paid, even if I had taken 
personal po-sse-ssion of it. 

Fourth, the board of supervisors 
has never discussed this matter 
with me. 1 have not refused to 
turn the money into the county 
when I do get personal posse.ssion 
of it. In order to make his play 
for publicity at this time, thus 
misinforming and misleading the 
people, Mr. West ASSUMED that 
I would not follow the provision.s 
of the new ordinance. 

Mr. West speaks of the.se fee.s 
that he assumes will be withheld 
as being withheld “illegally,'' 

■What is the legality in the mat¬ 
ter? Instead of following the 
plain practice set down by super¬ 
visors over the past half-century, 
a majority of this board (I do not 
include Supervisor Smith in these 
remarks, or elsewhere in this arti¬ 
cle in speaking of the board) set 
forth to do something new, and, 
perhaps surprising (more pub¬ 
licity?). They worked out after 
nine months of labor what has 
proved to be a tricky ordinance, 
one that is distinguished by the 
multiplicity of its muddles. 

The ordinance leaves a lot to the 
imagination. At least, it is riddled 
with points that the district attor¬ 
ney says cannot be sustained in 
law. One of these points is the 
question as to whether the county 
has a right to raise salaries of 
elective officials by subterfuge. 
It it cannot do that, then, accord¬ 
ing to the district attorne.y, the 
county has no legal right to de¬ 
mand any of the fees of its elec¬ 
tive officials, including the treas¬ 
urer. 

I am an.xious and willing to do 
the legal thing. I will abide by 
the law, whenever it is determined 
what is the law. 

Up to this time, there has been 
only one opinion given to me. 
That opinion is from the district 
attorney, and he says in writing 
that the inheritance tax fees in¬ 
volved DO NOT BELONG TO 
THE COUNTY. Under the law, 
he is my legal advi.sor. 

Am I, then, to disregard his ad¬ 
vice and take my advice from 
somebody who is not even a law¬ 
yer-meaning Mr. West? Just to 
aid his publicity? I ask you, hon¬ 
estly. 

Before Mr. West's publicity out¬ 
break in your paper yesterday, I 
had written a proposal to the 
board of supervisors seeking an 
understanding and agreement in 
my case. There is not enough 
money involved to warrant a law 
suit. The county has plenty of 
them on its hands now. However, 
it seems unnecessary to outline 
that propo.sal here, for Mr. West 
seems intent on making a mesa 
out of it if he possibly can do it. 

Lastly, let me say to you that I 
resent most intensely the fact that 
you, following the copy furnished 
you by Mr. West's pre-ss agent, 
coupled the names of three county 
officials, including my own. with 
that of a county official ousted 
from office two years ago for mis¬ 
conduct in the financial affairs of 
a county office. The two situa¬ 
tions are in no way a parallel. In 
one case, that of two years ago. 
the official had actually violated 
the law. In this case, no law has 
been violated. No law, if I can 
possibly find out what tlie law is, 
will be violated. 

Your offense and Mr. West's In 
making an insinuation such as in¬ 
volved in reference to the case of 
two years is unpardonable, and I 
demand of you that you produce 
any reason, good or bad, or any 
slightest evidence, legal or other¬ 
wise, that in the slightest way jus¬ 
tifies any such libelous and out¬ 
rageous suggestion.

CALCUTTA, India. GT) - Sir Ja- 
gadas Chandra Bose, 79, Hindu 
.savant who stirred up a storm in 
scientific circies in 1901 with his 
"heart beat’’ theory of piants, died 
at Giridih today of a heart attack.

And already news¬ 
papers are accusing the lumber 
commi.s.sars (who control the wood 
pulp from which paper is made) of 
attempting to “.sabotage the elec¬ 
tion” by creating the pulp short¬ 
age. 

This won't be any one-hor.so 
election, either. The 100 , 000,000 
voters will name politicians to fill 
more than 2 , 000.000 new jobs cre¬ 
ated under the new Russian con¬ 
stitution.

(Continued From Page I) i 
Martin, typewriter until atiout two 1 
months ago, when she went away, j 
I certainly give all credit to the ' 
Rotary club for getting this new 1 
typewriter for me. Mrs. Esther i 
Ebersold, in the next bed, wrote 
the letter that started the move¬ 
ment. When I write my letters, I 
lean back on the pillow, put the 
typewriter on my lap, and type. 

r write quite a few letters every 
day. The first one I wrote on my 
new typewriter to Mrs. Cecelia 
Griggs in Orange. Then I write 
to Mrs. Harold Hutchins of Phoe¬ 
nix, who was here for six months 
in 1936, and to Hattie Arends of 
Orange, who’s a very dear friend 
of mine. I also write to Mrs. 
Richard O'Flyng of Trona. They 
all come to see me quite often. 
Most of my -isitors are people I 
knew before I came here, but 
there are quite a few former pa¬ 
tients, too. 

We spend most of the time here 
in the hospital listening to the 
house radio that's operated by a 
patient in the men’s ward. We ! 
have lots of favorite programs, 
like Jack Benny, One Man’s Fam¬ 
ily, Vjm and Abner, Fibber Mc¬ 
Gee and Molly, and Rudy Vallee. I i 
like modern dance music, even 
though I didn’t used to like to 
dance very well. I like light clas¬ 
sical music, but grand opera is 
too depressing. We listen to 
sports a lot, too. 

1 read Braille, too. I learned 
by myself since I’ve been blind. 

I had a six-month subscription 
to the Reader’s Digest, and 
they’ve sent It to me ever since. 
The subscriptions are kept up by 
donations, and the Braille edi¬ 
tions are just like the regular 
street ones. 

We talk a lot and get amu.se- 
ment from a little Jap girl in the j 
same ward. She’s a good sport, 
and draws beautifully. She has 
classes every day from Mrs, Mabel 
Dixon, a teacher who visits her 
every day. She takes arithmetic, 
history and English. Her course 
isn’t very heavy because she isn’t 
strong. 

I tat and fix my clothes up, 
and In 1932 I pieced a quilt. It 
took me about three months. 

The hospital staff changes quite 
often. We have a new interne 
each six weeks, and the nurses 
change pretty often, too, because 
they’re tran.sferred around. Dr. 
Robert Patrick is the new resi¬ 
dent physician. Dast year it wa.s 
Dr. Ralph White. Dr. Waldo 
Wehrly and Dr. Edward Hayes of 
Monrovia are the visiting chest 
doctors. Miss Lenore Terrell is 
supervisor of the nurses. 

I have just the same idea of 
the world as anyone else. Be¬ 
cause I was able to see once, I 
know proportions pretty well. 
When I get to visit home every 
three of four months, It gives 
me a chance to find out what’s 
going on. 

It’s a swell age to live in, de¬ 
spite what so many people say 
about depressions and things. And 
I think it’s Interesting because 
things change so fast. I’m glad 
I’m alive right now and no other 
time.

Paving of Broadway between 
First and Tenth streets cost the 
city approximately S8000 less in 
gas funds than had been laid aside 
for the purpose, the city council 
was told by City Engineer J. L. 
McBride Monday evening. 

The sum of $34,152 was used in 
the construction work and $43,158 
had been alloted for the purpose. 
McBride told councilmen that this 
extra amount of money saved on 
the street could be used in improv¬ 
ing another section of Broadway 
or any other main traffic artery. 

In looking over an itemized ac¬ 
count of the materials used on 
the Broadway work. Councilman 
Plummer Bruns noted that 990 
tons of crusher waste had been 
used, whereas before the job was 
started it was estimated only 210 
tons would be needed. 

McBride explained that an un¬ 
expected amount of settling had 
gone on along the road when the 
old pavement was removed and 
preparations for the new was 
made, thereby necessitating use of 
the extra amount of crusher ma¬ 
terial. 

The council placed its official | 
sanction on the work with Council- 
men 'Joe Smith and Plummer; 
Bruns voted negatively. j

Washington, Lincoln, Garfield and 
Custer - - have been honored by 
Santa Ana street namers. General 
Custer was in his hey-dey and 
Garfield was president when tho.se 
streets were named, and Wa.shing- 
ton avenue once was called Lemon 
.street. Two other street names cor¬ 
respond to tho.se of U. S. presi¬ 
dents, but Grant and Adams 
streets were named for local per¬ 
sons instead.

It's been a long time .since any 
new Santa Ana streets were 
named, i>eeause the city's done 
most of its re<;ent expanding in¬ 
ternally. Here's how a street Is 
named when occasion arises, 
however:

The subdividcr picks a title, sub¬ 
mits it to the city engineer, who 
checks to see whether the street 
runs info one that’s already been 
named. If it does, the extension 
assumes the other street’s name; 
if not, the .subdivider’s suggestion 
goes to the city council, which ha.s 
linal say-.so.

BiH'ausc' slrcM'ts originally a 
mile apart are eventnally con¬ 
nected, many Santa Ana sub- 
dividers have seen their names 
drop from the official maps. 
That hap{>ened to Hickey street 
(namfMi for J. E. Hickey) when

Eighth, and it happened to Bart¬ 
lett (for VV.

Confu.sion with other .streets 

cau.sed .some change.s in name. 
Most recent of these was presence 
of two Central avenues, caused 
when Delhi was annexed. Delhi’s 
Central avenue was left intact, but 
the other has officially become an 
exten.sion of Sixth street.

When the city council found it 
had two Grand avenues, It re¬ 
christened one of them Twelfth 
street, -and it considered the 
“blind alley” originall.v known as 
Santa Ana street to be confus¬ 
ing, re-named It Grace street.

Most appropriately named street 
is Church street, so called becau.se 
of the two churche.s that stood 
there in 1875 when it was opened. 
The two churches are still stand¬ 
ing.

Many Santa Ana streets arc 

named for trees, and most names 
were given for a reason, fihest- 
niit avenue was so named be¬ 
cause of a row of chestnuts on 
the east end; U.vpress, Orange, 
Walnut and .Sycamore streets all 
boasted aisles of their namesake 
trees. Histor.y books don’t give 
reasons for the names Palm, 

Pine, .’Magnolia, Maple, Lime or 
Evergreen. 


Flowers also came in for honors 
from nature-loving old-time Santa 
Anan.s. Beside Flower street there 
j are Heliotrope, Polnsettia, Ro.se 
j and Wisteria.

"If a young woman dislikes chil¬ 
dren,” Dean Laughlin said in the 
.second of a series of vocational 
guidance lectures sponsored by the 
UCLA women students’ organiza¬ 
tion, "she has no right to inflict 
herself on a roomfull of them. 

"But for the young woman of 
good educational training and 
background, who sincerely likes 
children, I believe that teaching is 
still the best vocation.’’ 

Miss Laughlin pointed out that 
placement of elementary teachers 
i.s greatl.v improved today, al¬ 
though placement of high school 
teachers still lags. 

"Increased pensions for teach¬ 
ers." .she -said, “and the decrea.sed 
attendance at teachers’ colleges is 
expected to result in a teacher 
shortage.”

DEPRESSION 
CAUSES T. B. 
INCREASE 


Coincident with the opening of 
the 1937 annual Christmas Seal 
sale comes the announcement of 
the noticeable rise in the tuber¬ 
culosis death rate throughout the 
United States. General figures for 
the nation .show that tuberculosis 
caused over 55 deaths among 
every 100,000 people during 19,36, 
an increase of nearly two per cent 
over the preceding year. 

In 24 states, the death rate rose, 
the increases ranging from small 
fractions to as much as 11 per 
cent. Here in California, the in¬ 
crease was small, being less than 
one-half of one per cent, raising 
our mortality rate to 72.3 deaths 
among every 100,000 people in the 
state. 

Scientists feel that the recent 
economic depression has been 
largely responsible for the wide¬ 
spread prevalence of this disease 
at the present time, and point to 
the effect the World War had on 
public health in 1918, when a sharp 
increase in tuberculosis mortality 
was experienced. 

It is clear that an even greater 
effort must be exerted in the fu¬ 
ture to curb the annual toll of 
this disease, for while the record 
of the last 30 years in the war 
against tuberculosis has been 
brilliant, and the total annual 
deaths in California from this 
cause have been reduced by two- 
thirds, complete victory has not 
been realized. Some 4618 people 
died from tuberculosis in this state 
in 1936, approximately 100 more 
than in the previous year. 

We must fight all the harder, 
then, if we are to someday com¬ 
pletely conquer tuberculosis. The 
purchase of Christmas Seals is the 
j means by which the public can 
I do their part.

Clinics to Fight Disease 


Field demonstration and study 
clinics designed to insure the 
spread of new technique in fighting 
disease from one end of the state 
to the other will be installed this 
year on all sides of Santa Ana, 
the state medical association said 
today. 

Clinics will be installed at River¬ 
side, San Bernardino and San 
Diego, as well as in six other Cali¬ 
fornia cities, the association said. 


Council Illumined 
On Light ‘Lumens’ 

’What is a lumen? 

This little word came into big 
play at the city council meeting 
last night when Councilman Plum¬ 
mer Bruns made a motion that 
lighting along South Main street 
from Broadway south to a point 
where the main lighting system 
ends be increased from 1500 to 
2500 “lumens.” 

In the course of the discussion 
which followed it was brought out 
that a "lumen” is just another 
measurement of electric light. 
Reckoned in terms of candlepower. 
it was said at the meeting that 
Bruns’ motion was simply a re¬ 
quest that the lighting along Main 
street be increased from 150 can¬ 
dlepower to 250 candlepower. The 
motion was carried after the word 
"lumen” was clarified. 


Soviets to Get 
Largest Plane 

BALTIMORE. (A’l-The largest 
flying boat ever built in this coun 
try has yet to try its wings before 
being turned over to its purchaser, 
Soviet Russia. 

The Glenn L. Martin company’s 
giant clipper must undergo further 
te.sts before it takes to the air. 

Soviet officials saw the 63,000- 
pound giant, with its 157 feet of 
wings, slide down a construction 
ramp into the water. It has room 
for 46 passengers by day, and can 
sleep 26 in individual berths. With 
four lOOO-horsepower motors, it 
has a cruising speed of from 140 
to 170 miles per hour and a range 
of 4500 miles.

There’s a little chatter going around in sports-report¬ 
ing circles to the effect that the United States should 
withdraw from Olympic games competition because of the 
unsportsmanlike ideologies which govern the national 
thinking of some of the competing nations. 

One nationally-known sports writer bitterly rehashes 
the experience of Americans in Germany during the last 
games and predicts worse and more of it in Japan in 1940. 
He declares that the dictators and military governors of 
those nations now “on the make” will go far beyond the 
bounds of what we know as sportsmanship and ethics to 
win the contests and, if possible, to make American ath¬ 
letes look ridiculous. 

Borrowing a phrase from the sports writers them¬ 
selves, we ask: So what? 

So Americans are to turn tail and run away from con¬ 
tests that cramp their style somewhat? That fail to recog¬ 
nize their great American temperament and supremacy? 
That glorify the athletes of one nation or another as 
saviour-gods of some particular line of political belief? 

No, we think not. If there is something wrong and 
sickly about the sportsmanship of the world today in 
athletic contests, this is the very time for the United 
States to be right out in the middle of it all, proving that 
our young men can compete with the world on the world’s 
own footing, proving they can “take it” under most try¬ 
ing circumstances, proving, as the sports writers would 
say, that nothing makes us sick. 

If we can demonstrate a thorough-going sportsman¬ 
ship that takes victory or defeat with a grin, against any 
odds or under any circumstances, we will have done more 
to combat the unsportsmanlike phases of the ideologies of 
national regimentation than we could do by any other 
means.

We See Plenty 

Senator Pat Harrison of Mississippi, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, says he can “see no objections” 
to a federal sales tax if a serious need for new revenue 
should develop. 

We hope the senator will look again, and more closely. 

A sales tax would be another hidden tax. (Hidden 
taxes now produce about 60 per cent of all federal reve¬ 
nue.) It would bear most heavily on those least able to 
pay. It would soak the poor. It would duplicate other sales 
taxes already in effect in many states. We could fill a col¬ 
umn with objections to a federal sales tax. 

There are, says Senator Harrison, only two practical 
ways of raising additional revenue: 

1. Broadening the income tax base.

There is, it seems to us, only one wise and just choice 
between those alternatives. It is to broaden the income 
tax base. That would increase the number of people who 
know that they are being taxed to support the government. 
It would decrease the number who don’t object to govern¬ 
ment extravagance because they dpn’t realize that they 
have to help foot the bill. It would not—like a sales tax— 
take buying power away from those who already have the 
least buying power. 

A broadened tax base could be made to fit within the 
sound principle of ability to pay. A sales tax would run 
directly counter to that principle.

These dispatches recently con¬ 
tained a reference to the absence 
of fancy morals in the state of 
Nevada and a suggestion that, of 
all our states, this one was best 
prepared to get the jump on the 
others with a state lottery. This 
advantage exists in the fact that 
neither Nevada's books nor her 
public opinion ever had been clut¬ 
tered with artificial morals. 

New York, on the other hand, 
could not establish a defensive 
state lottery to reverse the flow 
of New York money to Nevada’s 
public treasury in less than half 
a dozen years. First it would be 
necessary to convince the people 
that their moral objections to lot¬ 
teries were really unimportant, a 
process which would take time and 
pressure similar to the slow de¬ 
velopment of national sentiment 
against prohibition. 

True believers in prohibition 
eventually waived their moral ob¬ 
jections to repeal and the return 
of the corner saloon in favor of 
the revenue and in resentment 
against the prosperity of the boot¬ 
legger. If Nevada were to start 
a state lottery today, as she easily 
might for all that the federal gov¬ 
ernment could do about it, her 
tickets would sell in New York by 
the million in spite of everything 
the postoffice department, the de¬ 
partment of justice and the New 
York state government might do 
to exclude them. 

• « « « 

CRAZY RICH I 

Nevada would get rich beyond I 
the craziest dreams of the most 
ardent money-lover on earth and 
the people of New York—and oth¬ 
er states, of course—would compel 
themselves to abandon a principle 
by way of retaliation and self¬ 
protection. In this they would be 
assisted by reminders that, after 
all, the anti-lottery laws and senti¬ 
ment were not any of their doing 
but an inheritance from a genera¬ 
tion long dead. They were not 
consulted, but just accepted the 
moral tradition against lotteries on 
the word of their civic ancestors. 

But, having prepared public 
sentiment, the proponents of de¬ 
fensive lotteries then would have 
to proceed through the tedious 
method of constitutional re-amend¬ 
ment, which, in New York and 
some other states, requires several 
years more. 

* * * 

WOULD CLEAN UP 

Meantime, Nevada would be 
cleaning up, and by the time the 
other states could get into serious 
competitive action Nevada would 
have sucked the orange fairly dry 
and be heeled for a taxless ex¬ 
istence far into the future. 

I mentioned Florida as another 
possible pioneer, but Florida is 
hampered by an hypocrisy which 
would cause uncertainty and de¬ 
lay. Florida’s principles and cus¬ 
tomers are no better than those of 
Nevada, but to keep up with the 
Joneses. She has gambling joints 
but tolerates them on the graft 
and corruption system instead of 
accepting the name along with the 
game. 

Nevada is a frank and forth¬ 
right wanton who taps a nickel 
on the pane and uses no euphrem- 
Isms to describe herself in court, 
whereas Florida pretends to 
respectability and when picked up 
by the cops describes herself as 
“home girl” or "housewife.” Ne¬ 
vada says, “Come up and see me 
sometime,” and Florida says, “I 
certainly hope we can have a good 
heart to heart talk.”

WRITE A BOOK 

Strangely, there appears to be 
no book dealing with innate char¬ 
acter and the present-day habits of 
Nevada, although there is plenty 
of material on her mountains and 
minerals, a lack which I trust will 
be repaired by some author in 
search of a character. Her press 
agents, who describe her on their 
letterheads as “one sound state,” 
give only a rather statistical and 
materialistic hint of the story of 
boasting of an existence compara¬ 
ble to that of Monte Carlo, where 
there is no state income tax, no 
inheritance tax, no franchise or 
stock transfer tax, no bonded debt 
held by interests other than the 
state’s own government, and a per 
capita tax of wealth the highest 
in the country. 

Fugitive tax slaves are invited 
to establish legal residence in Ne¬ 
vada, and the names are cited by 
many wealthy runaways who have 
done so already. 

As to the fascinating character 
of the state, the presentment is 
slightly apologetic, defending Reno 
as being no better or worse than 
any other city of equal size. That 
is a little disappointing. I hope 
Nevada Is not going to start call¬ 
ing herself “home girl!” or “house¬ 
wife” too. Florida has never 
fooled anybody, and Nevada’s 
frankness has been one of her 
charms.

WASHINGTON. The navy has 
uncovered five Japanese spies em¬ 
ployed on U. S. warship.s, but they 
are not saying anything abo\it it. 
Instead, navy officials are using 
the spies to let the Japanc.se have 
certain ideas they want them to 
know. 

These spies are Filipino mess 
boys of part Japanese lineage. 
They are watched carefully, and 
are known to make reports when 
they go ashore. 

The reports they make arc 
chiefly on the moiale of the navy 
and efficiency of gunfire. Since 
these two are now at their peak, 
the navy is only too glad to have 
the information get back to the 
Japanese. 

During the last maneuvers, a 
record in fire for 16-inch guns 
was chalked up of only one mi.ss 
in 120 shots, with a target at 22,- 
000 yards. 

United States naval gunnery is 
now superior to the British and 
is equaled only by the Germans, 
recognized for years as the best 
gunners in the world.

“Now you are talking, Mr, Pres¬ 
ident,” beamed Garner. 

Three days later, Roosevelt put 
this up to congre.ss. If you look 
up his speech you will note that 
he supported Garner’s’ idea al¬ 
most word for word.

COVERT SPANKINGS 

Two other portions of the .same 
message had more behind them 
than appeared on the surface. 

First was the paragraph de¬ 
fending the need of a federal 
board to administer the proposed 
wage-hour law. This was a slap 
at the A. F. of L. and its spokes¬ 
man, Senator George Berry, who 
want the bill enforced locally. 
Roosevelt contends local authori¬ 
ties are too susceptible to local 
politics. 

Second covert shot was in the 
paragraph denouncing the “un¬ 
sound practice of some commu¬ 
nities" of enticing industries from 
other sections by special induce¬ 
ments.

UNCLE SAM AND ART 

Competing for the chance to 
paint po.stoffice murals, artists 
submitted, not symbolic sketches 
of the po.stal .service, flanked by 
the Atlantic and the Pacific, as 
they would have in the old days, 
but incidents of everyday America 
—a postoffice in a general store; 
two women discus.sing a letter over 
a back fence; a scene in a New 
York subway car; cowboys in the 
West; a farm family eating din¬ 
ner. 

Other artists were moved to do 
episodes in American history, but 
instead of choosing the formal mo¬ 
ments, .such as ■\Va.shir.gton Re¬ 
signing His Commis.sion, they 
seemed to prefer the iusty frontier 
tradition--Molly Pitcher loading 
cannon for the Continentals; pony- 
express riders' Indians and stage¬ 
coach attacks. 

Although murals of .sweatshops 
and tenement.s, such as have gone 
up in the Ju.stice building, involve 
.social propaganda, they soon to 
have arou.sed no marked hostility. 

Three-fourths of Treasury art is 
mural. The mural as a medium 
harks back to the period between 
1300 and 1600. when the Roman 
Catholic Church wa.s the world’s 
greatest art patron. The mural is 
a social form of art, painted not 
in a studio but In a public place, 
meant not to be stowed away in 
a gallery but to be .“lapped on a 
wall where people pa.ss. Therefore, 
it has to tell its story as clearly 
as po.ssible. 

In bringing American painters 
face to face with their public, gov¬ 
ernment art projects have accen¬ 
tuated two trends in American 
art: (1) the return of the arti.st 
from isolation to active interest in 
the society in which he lives; f2) 
the conversion of art from a rich 
man's luxury to a popular move¬ 
ment.—Pathfnder.

NEW YORK. After .scientists 
finish learning how to control 
river floods, they can turn atten¬ 
tion to the rampages of the gulf 
stream. 

'I’his river of warm water flow¬ 
ing across the Atlantic ocean does 
not stay “svithin its banks.” Its 
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swings are wider than any Missis¬ 
sippi river floods. 

The observations are given in 
the progress reports of the bio¬ 
logical board of Canada. For eight 
years this board, the Canadian 
meteorological service and Cana¬ 
dian Steam.9hip company have 
been trying to find out what hap¬ 
pens to the stream south of Hali¬ 
fax. 

It is usually 70 miles wide and 
300 miles south of Halifax. But 
sometimes its northern edge v'd- 
ens out, like a .stream ovcrflowiTig. 
The “.swing” covers 180 miles, 
placing the stream sometimes 
within 240 miles of Halifax and 
sometimes 420 miles away. 

The shifts seem to be cyclic. 
There is no information on what 
mear,while happens on the south¬ 
ern edge of the stream. The ram¬ 
pages. it is concluded, are suffi¬ 
cient to affect the climate of some 
portions of the Atlantic coast. 
They do not, the board reports. 
Indicate any reason for believing 
the gulf stream is permanently 
shifting.
